Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  7G. 

A LI.  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
ISGT.” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway.  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  it.s  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  apiilication  and, 
where  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant;  such 
notice  to  be  published  as  follows; — 

In  the  British  Columiha  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished. 
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Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 
Session  and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders.

after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertainedi  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  imported'  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Rills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And

the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and.  mentioning  also 
whether  thej'  intend'  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimension®  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 

shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  .shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and.  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Rill  indicating  the 
provisions  tlu'reof  in  which  the  General  Act  is 
propftsed  to  be  departed'  from.
